Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

We  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  our  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1937. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  236,355  acres.  The  Registrar- 
General  estimate  of  the  resident  population  as  27,750. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  (end  of  1937)  according  to 
the  Rate  Books  is  7,255. 

The  Rateable  value  is  £62,509. 

The  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £239  16s.  4d. 

The  area  may  correctly  be  divided  up  into  North  and 
South  Districts. 

The  extent  of  the  North  district  is  212,707  acres  and  it  is 
the  purely  agricultural  part  except  for  a number  of  Stone  quarries 
which  are  being  worked  for  road  material.  The  rateable  value  of 
this  portion  of  the  area  is  £33,145.  The  extent  of  the  South 
district  is  23,648  acres  and  here  the  occupation  of  the  inhabitants 
is  chiefly  industrial,  the  industries  being  coal  mining  and  lime  and 
silica  stone  quarrying.  The  rateable  value  of  this  part  of  the 
district  is  £29.364. 

The  district  is  served  by  two  part  time  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  and  two  whole  time  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  one  part  time 
Sanitary  Inspector.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors  hold  A.R.  San.  J. 
Certificates. 

Thirty-eight  Nurses  are  employed  in  the  District.  Of  these, 
twenty-five  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council  and  the 
various  District  Nursing  Associations.  The  remaining  thirteen  are 
Midwifes  who  practise  independantly. 

Seventeen  of  the  district  nurses  in  addition  to  doing  mid- 
wifery act  as  part  time  Health  Visitors. 

Four  district  nurses  act  as  midwives  only  and  do  no  health 
visiting. 

Two  district  nurses  are  employed  as  district  nurses  and  do 
no  midwifery. 

There  is  one  whole  time  County  Council  Health  Visitor 
employed  in  the  District  and  one  whole  time  County  Council  relief 
Midwife.

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BRYNAMMAN.  — The  supply  here  was  adequate  during  the 
year  and  the  chemical  treatment  of  the  water  renders  it  wholesome. 

CWMLLYNFELL. — The  springs  which  supply  the  reser- 
voir became  somewhat  low  towards  the  end  of  the  summer  and 
another  source  was  drawn  in  to  maintain  an  adequate  supply. 

BETTWS. — There  are  thirteen  separate  water  schemes  in 
this  parish,  the  different  springs  yielding  quantities  varying  trom 
200  to  5,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  Cwmgrenig  spring  together  with  Cwmhelen  spring  sup- 
plied Cwmgrenig  Road  and  Cawdor  Road  districts  but  during  the 
dry  period  of  last  summer  the  Cwmhelen  spring  partially  dried  up. 

It  was  necessary  to  find  an  additional  source  of  supply 
which  fortunately  was  discovered.  The  Black  Pan  Spring  where  the 
yield  is  15,000  per  day.  “The  water  is  bacteriologically  and  chem- 
ically pure  and  has  no  solvent  action  on  lead.  It  has  been  decided 
to  acquire  this  spring  which  will  then  serve  the  Cwmgrenig  Road 
district  and  to  allow  the  Cwmgrenig  spring  to  be  used  solely  for  the 
supply  of  the  Cawdor  Road  district,  l'he  last  summer’s  drought 
severely  tested  some  of  the  springs  in  the  lower  parts  of  Bettws 
and  the  houses  at  the  higher  levels  had  only  an  intermittent  supply 
Another  factor  which  tends  to  render  the  springs  in  this  quarter 
unreliable  is  that  they  are  all  on  the  coal  measures  ar.rl  there  is  the 
risk  of  mining  operations  affecting  the  supply.  The  best  solution 
to  the  difficulty  here  would  be  to  obtain  a supply  through  a meter 
from  the  Ammanford  Urban  mains  which  pass  near  the  parish 
boundary  at  several  convenient  points. 

NANTGAREDIG. — Although  the  summer  was  an  except- 
ionally dry  one  all  the  existing  piped  supplies  held  out  through  the 
drought  with  the  exception  of  Cwmhelen  at  Bettws  and  Nantgar- 
edig  which  had  to  be  put  on  an  intermittent  service  for  a period  of 
two  months. 

There  should  be  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  an  additiona 
spring  to  augment  the  supply  here  as  there  is  one  already  known 
spring  in  the  vicinity  of  reliable  quality  which  would  undoubtedly 
produce  an  ample  sufficiency  if  added  to  the  existing  source. 

COURT  HENRY  AND  M YNYDDBACH. — The  school 
and  houses  in  this  neighbourhood  are  without  a reliable  supply- 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  a gravitation  supply  from  an  area 
above  New  Cross  where  there  are  numerous  springs  that  would 
give  an  adequate  amount  of  water. 
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PENYBANC  \ILLAGE,  LLANDILO. — Many  attempts 
have  been  made  to  discover  a source  near  at  hand  from  which  a 
piped  supply  of  water  could  be  drawn  to  this  village.  I suggest 
that  a search  a little  further  afield  may  lead  to  the  finding  of  a 
suitable  spring.  The  village  is  now  supplied  by  a pump  from  a 
well. 


BRECHFA.  1 his  village  is  not  in  possession  of  a piped 
water  supply,  although  there  are  numerous  springs  in  the  vicin 
ity  which  could  be  utilised. 

PANTGWYN  AND  NANTARWENLLI  W.-The  supplies

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MYDDFAI. — This  village  is  partly  supplied  with  water  by 
gravitation.  I he  system  here  requires  improving  and  enlarging 
because  it  fails  in  dry  weather. 

CILYCWM. — The  supply  to  this  village  is  a piped  gravi- 
tation one,  but  in  dry  weather  it  fails. 

PUMPSAINT. — There  is  a gravitation  supply  to  this  village 
but  in  dry  weather  there  is  a shortage  of  water. 

LLANDDEUSANT. — A few  houses  in  this  village  draw 
their  water  supply  direct  from  the  Llanelly  Rural  District  (Llvn-y- 
fan)  mains  and  this  authority  has  provided  a public  stand-pipe  in 
the  village  to  supply  water  from  the  same  source. 

GWYNFE.  — A fewhouses  here  also  obtain  their  water  from 
the  Llanelly  Rural  District  main. 

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Ystradowen  and  Cwmllynfell  Sewerage. — Eight  years  ago 
when  a 100  per  cent,  grant  was  made  by  the  Government  for  the 
construction  of  new  sewers  for  the  sewerage  of  Ystradowen  and 
Cwmllynfell  it  was  thought  that  the  scheme  would  have  been  car- 
ried out  forthwith.  The  sewers  however  were  laid  but  they  have 
not  yet  been  connected  up  to  the  Pontardawe  sewers  which  they 
were  intended  to  join  and  the  plan,  owing  to  the  inability  of  the 
district  to  afford  the  expense,  has  fallen  to  the  ground.  The  crude 
sewerage  from  some  one  hundred  and  twenty  houses  is  discharged 
through  old  storm- water  drains  and  sewers  into  the  rivers  Tvvrch 
and  Llynfell.  The  strong  flow  of  water  in  the  Twrch  has  the 
effect  of  diluting  the  Bennington  Hill  district  sewage  to  a high 
degree,  but  the  Ystradowen  Sewerage  which  flows  into  the 
Llynfell  river  is  not  diluted  to  the  same  extent  and  at  times 
creates  a serious  nuisance  at  its  point  of  discharge. 

This  matter  requires  the  urgent  attention  of  this  authority. 

Penygroes,  Capel  Hendre,  Blaenau  and  Caerbryn  Districts  — 
Plans  in  outline  of  sewerage  schemes  estimated  to  cost  £30,000 
for  the  districts  to  drain  into  the  Amman  Valley  Joint  Board  sew- 
ers were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  a report  for  the 
strong  need  for  these  schemes  given-  It  was  pointed  out  to  the 
Ministry  that  without  financial  assistance  by  way  of  grants  from 
the  Government'  an  additional  rate  of  2/6  in  the  pound  would  have 
to  be  borne  by  the  ratepayers  of  Llandebie.  The  Minister  of 
Health  had  no  funds  at  his  disposal  towards  schemes  of  this  natuie 
and  we  must  wait  for  some  time  before  these  essentials  schemes 
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are  carried  out.  Building  in  these  districts  hasincreased  in  recent 
years  and  in  the  absence  of  proper  sewerage,  the  alternatives  of 
cesspits,  and  the  flow  of  sewage  over  land  or  into  streams,  are  un- 
satisfactory and  highly  dangerous  methods  to  employ. 

Bettws  Sewerage.—  Similar  representations  were  made  to 
the  Ministry  in  respect  to  some  eight-six  houses  in  the  district  of 
Lower  Bettws  which  adjoins  the  boundary  of  the  Ammanford 
Urban  area.  Complaints  have  been  received  from  time  to  timein  ref- 
erence to  the  nuisance  created  by  the  sewerage  which  comes  from 
baths  and  sinks  and  discharges  on  to  land  or  runs  in  open  gutters. 

The  only  remedy  is  to  sewer  this  district  and  connect  it  up 
to  the  Amman  Valley  Sewerage  system. 

This  would  have  been  done  but  the  terms  offered  this 
Authority  by  the  Ammanford  Urban  District  Council  are  far  too 
severe.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  an  agreement  between  the  two 
authorities  in  this  matter  will  soon  be  arrived  at. 

3.  — (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  Brynamman  and  Llandebie  forty  houses  were  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system. 

Of  some  1450  in  these  areas  about  10  per  cent  have  not 
carried  out  the  conversions,  but  pressure,  as  far  as  possible,  is  be- 
ing brought  to  bear  on  house-owners  to  this  effect. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  removal  of  refuse  and  the  cleansing  of  the  roads  is 
regularly  undertaken  in  all  built-up  areas  in  the  district. 

The  villages  of  Llangadock,  Llamvrdaand  Llanfynydd  have 
now  a regular  system  of  rubbish  removal.

(vi)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools — There  is  a swimming  pool 
at  Brynamman  which  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Amman  river. 
The  water  panes  through  a series  of  sand  filters  and  is  chlorinated 
before  entering  the  pool. 

(vii)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs— Two  Council  and  two  pri- 
vate houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs.  The  eradication 
of  these  vermin  was  carried  out  by  fumigation  with  sulphur,  and 
spraying  with  insecticides.  This  method  proved  to  be  sufficient, 
but  the  tenants  were  provided  with  a supply  of  insecticides  in  case 
of  a recurrence. 

Council  Houses  are  inspected  regularly  for  the  presence  of 
bugs  but  the  tenants  chosen  for  these  houses  are  mostly  of  a very 
clean  and  desirable  type. 

4.— SCHOOLS. 

All  the  Schools  in  the  area  are  in  a very  excellent  sanitary 
state  with  the  exception  of  the  undermentioned — 

Court  Henry  School — which  requires  water  supply. 

Llangadock—  Here  there  is  a wholesome  and  adequate 
water  supply,  yet  the  Children’s  conveniences  are  on  the  bucket 
system. 

Bethlehem — There  is  an  ample  supply  of  water  to  this 
school  and  the  bucket  system  here  should  be  converted  into  the 
water  carriage  system. 

Myddfai — The  school  has  midden  privies.  The  village  has 
a water  supply  and  the  school  should  be  provided  with  water  and 
water  closets  without  delay. 

Rhandirmwyn — This  village  at  present  has  no  water  supply 
but  there  is  a scheme  in  the  course  of  preparation  for  the  provision 
of  water  by  gravitation.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Education 
Authority  will  see  that  the  School  privies  are  put  on  the  water 
carriage  system  when  the  scheme  is  accomplished. 

Berrisbrook  (Porthyrhyd)  — This  School  has  no  water  supply 
whatever.  It  is  most  necessary  for  this  to  be  provided  without 
delay. 

Caio. — Here  the  village  has  a water  supply  but  the  School 
conveniences  are  of  the  bucket  type.  They  should  be  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system  without  delay. 

Llanddeusant — The  School  has  a water  supply  but  the 
privies  are  on  the  bucket  system-  Water  carriage  privies  should 
be  provided- 
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Farmers — The  privies  in  this  School  are  on  the  bucket  sys- 
tem although  there  is  ample  water.  They  should  be  converted  to 
the  water  carriage  system. 

Cilycwm,  Llandingat  (Without)  and  Cefnarthen  Schools 
have  no  water  supplies.  1 his  is  a very  grave  matter  and  requires 
the  immediate  attention  of  the  County  Education  Authority. 

The  Felingwm  School  was  converted  to  the  water  carriage 
system  during  the  year.

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Section  E. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  one  thousand,  one  hundred  and  forty-three  milk 
producers  in  the  area  and  one  hundred  and  fifteen  dairy  farms. 

Forty-eight  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Dairy  Bacteriol- 
ogist and  the  results  of  the  “Methylene  Blue”  and  the  “Bacterial 
Count”  tests  were  received  in  each  case.  The  majority  of  the 
samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  One  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  visits  were  paid  to  farms  and  the  majority  of  cowsheds 
v\  hich  have  modern  arrangements  were  found  to  be  reasonably 
clean. 


A great  many  more  farmers  are  complying  with  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Order  of  1926  and  are  putting  their  premises  in  order. 

Machine  milking,  which  ensures  cleaner  milk,  is  steadily 
on  the  increase  in  the  area. 

The  granting  of  licenses  under  the  Milk  (Special  Desig- 
nation) 1936  Order  has  been  carried  out  since  the  Act  came  into 
force  on  June  1st,  1936  by  the  County  Council. 

The  staff  at  the  Pibwrlwyd  Farm  Institute  carry  out  the 
milk  sampling,  methods  of  milk  production  and  examination  of 
the  cowsheds. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  cr,  receiving  the  re- 
port from  Pibwrlwyd,  orders  a Veterinary  examination  ot  the  herd 
and  upon  receipt  of  these  memoranda  either  grants  or  refuses 
licences . 

Arrangements  for  the  post-license  veterinary  examination 
of  cows  are  made  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Post-license  samples  of  milk  are  taken  by  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures  and  are  sent  to  the  University  College  of 
Wales,  Aberystwyth  for  examination. 

Adverse  reports  are  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  Local  Authority  for  reports  and  necessary  action. 

All  the  school  children  are  supplied  with  tuberculin  tested 
milk  whenever  possible. 

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  twenty-six  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the  area, 
but  many  butchers  prefer  to  buy  their  meat  wholesale. 
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Two  slaughter-houses  in  the  South  district  are  used  by- 
wholesale  butchers  who  Jo  a big  trade  chiefly  in  the  Swansea 
district- 


One  butcher  was  prosecuted  for  not  stunning  the  animals 
with  a mechanically-operated  instrument  and  was  fined  ^5.  Some 
552  visits  were  paid  to  slaughter-houses  and  butchers’  shops  and 
the  premises  were  at  all  times  found  to  be  very  clean. 

Below  is  a table  showing  the  number  of  different  carcases 
inspected  during  the  year. 

With  such  a large  number  of  slaughter-houses  scattered 
over  a large  area  it  is  quite  impossible  for  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  to  examine  the  carcases  properly  or  to  know  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year. 

As  I have  previously  pointed  out  there  should  be  one  cen- 
tral abattoir  for  the  whole  district  and  then  the  matter  of  thorough 
inspection  would  be  made  far  easier.

Section  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  Infectious  and 
other  Diseases. 

One  hundred  and  seven  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  during  the  year  and  the  appended  table  shows  their  num- 
ber and  age  incidence. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  responsible  for  fifty-eight  notification. 

The  distribution  was  as  follows — Cwmllynfell,  16  ; Bryn- 
amman,  9 ; Llandebie,  8 ; Penygroes,  6 ; Dryslwyn,  5 ; Cilycwm, 
3 ; Gorslas,  2 ; Bettws,  2 ; Llandilo,  2 ; Talley,  1 ; Garnant,  1 ; 
Ammanford,  1.  ; Llandovery,  1 ; Llangadock,  1. 

Only  thirty  of  these  cases  were  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
i.e — 52  per  cent,  which  is  a very  low  figure  indeed.  All  the  cases 
were  of  a mild  type. 

There  were  only  nineteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during 
the  year  and  one  death  was  registered  from  the  Crugybar  district. 
This  case  was  not  seen  by  a medical  man  until  the  disease  was  so 
far  advanced  that  treatment  was  of  no  avail.  Fourteen  of  the 
nineteen  cases  availed  themselves  of  the  Isolation  Hospital,  i.e. — 
73'6  per  cent-,  a slightly  better  percentage  than  that  for  Scarlet 
Fever. 

The  distribution  of  the  cases  was  as  follows — Brynamman 
8,  Llandebie  3,  Penygroes  3,  Rhosamman  1,  Penybanc,  Amman- 
ford 1,  Cefnbrynbrain  1,  Crugybar  1,  Golden  Grove  1. 
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It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that  since  the  immumisation 
against  Diphtheria  was  undertaken  in  Bettws  early  in  the  year 
1936  there  have  been  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  from  this  area 

Now  that  the  County  possesses  an  Isolation  Hospital  it  is 
distressing  to  observe  that  in  the  Llandilo  Rural  District  only  57‘6 
per  cent,  of  the  total  cases  were  sent  for  treatment  and  segregat- 
ion to  the  Isolation  Hospital 

Disinfection  was  undertaken  in  all  cases  and  every  pre- 
caution was  observed  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease. 

No  immunisation  was  undertaken  against  diphtheria  during 
the  year. 

4. — (a)  PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1925,  or  under  Section  176  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  the  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to  the  eyes. 

(b)  TUBERCULOSIS. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925  (relating  to  persons  suffering 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade),  or 
under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  or  Section  172 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  (relating  to  the  compulsory  remov- 
al to  Hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

5. — TUBERCULOSIS. 

New  cases  and  mortality  during  1937.  The  death  rate 
T- 1?7.  is  0’64  per  1,000  estimated  population. 

The  ratio  of  the  non-notified  Tuberculosis  deaths  to  total 
Tuberculosis  deaths  is  4 : 18.  The  reasons  for  the  non-notification 
of  the  four  cases  are  — 

i —  A man  aged  86  died,  and  at  the  post  mortem  examin- 
ation it  was  revealed  that  he  died  from  Silicosis  accompanied  by 
Tuberculosis. 

ii —  A young  woman  of  35  died  at  the  Swansea  Hospital 
of  Tubercular  Meningitis. 

iii —  A young  woman  of  20  died  at  the  Swansea  Hospital 
of  Tubercular  Meningitis. 

iv —  A child  of  6 months  died  at  the  Swansea  Hospital  of 
Tubercular  Meningitis  and  Tuberculous  of  the  jaw. 

In  three  of  the  foregoing  it  was  not  possible  to  arrive  at 
the  correct  diagnosis  until  death  was  imminent  and  in  the  other 
not  until  after  a post-mortem  examination.
